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Wind turbine 
will ‘take cash 
from the poor’ 


A UKIP councillor has joined the 
fight against a wind turbine being 
built on farmland outside Haverhill. 

The controversial application, 
which was first entered by farmer 
James Sills in February this year, has 
received more than 30 objections 
from nearby residents, neighbouring 
parish councils and the National Air 
Traffic Services (NATS). 

Mr Sills hopes to build a 78m high 
turbine at Nosterfield End, as well as 
a substation, hardstanding and 
access track. 

Cllr Julian Flood, who holds one of 
the county seats for Haverhill Cangle 
ward, has branded the proposal a 
way to “move money from the poor to 
the rich”. 

At Haverhill Town Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee meeting, held on 
Tuesday, he said: “They must mini- 
malise waste and maximise low car¬ 
bon development. The application 
does not show either of those things. 

“They stop working when the wind 
doesn’t blow and they make energy 
so expensive that elderly people in 
this country die of hypothermia 
because they can’t afford their ener¬ 
gy bills.” 
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NATS said in their response that the 
turbine could potentially have an 
affect on radars from Heathrow, 
Gatwick, Stansted which could force 
planes to go off course. 

They concluded that the risk was 
too serious and impossible to ignore. 

Concerns have also been put for¬ 
ward about the visual impact of the 
turbine for the surrounding homes 
and buildings and the noise pollu¬ 
tion it will create. 

Cllr Betty McLatchy said that the 
number of complaints from those liv¬ 
ing near the site show that the tur¬ 
bine could “put off” potential inves¬ 
tors from moving to the area if it is 
built. 

The proposed site itself is surround¬ 
ed by listed buildings - though no 
objection has been made by English 
Heritage. 

Town Mayor Cllr Roger Andre said 
that these buildings cannot be 
ignored simply because they are not 
directly on the site. 

He said: “They will have their views 
affected by this mast. They think 


they can escape by not building in 
the grounds of the listed buildings. 

“They have to prove the benefit to 
the community, and the application 
states that the benefit to local people 
is marginal at best.” 

The plan was last put to the town 
council in April, when they raised a 
number of objections to be dealt 
with, including further consultation 
with the public. 

The council’s planning committee 
also asked that a number of technical 
questions relating to the measure¬ 
ments of the turbine be addressed to 
aid the decision-making process. 

None of them have been responded 
to. 

The final decision on the turbine 
will be made by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council at a later date. 

In May this year, the council grant¬ 
ed Mr Sills permission to build a 78m 
wind turbine at Chilton Street, in 
Clare.

Stalker loses appeal 
over court sentence 


A HAVERHILL man who was 
convicted of harrassing a 
woman in the town has lost 
his appeal against his sen¬ 
tence. 

Nigel Proctor, 44, of Girton 
Road, was handed a six-week 
sentence, suspended for 12 
months, for harassing Kelly 
Shurety. 

He was also given a lifelong 
restraining order. 

The 44-year-old was appeal¬ 
ing his sentence, imposed by 
magistrates in April, because 
he thought Mrs Shurety was 
exaggerating what happened. 

Mrs Shurety said in her evi¬ 
dence that Proctor, who has a 
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previous conviction for stalk¬ 
ing a 13-year-old schoolgirl, 
parked near to her workplace, 
in Norton Road, three times a 
week. 

He would walk up to the 
door of the pharmacy to look 
inside, and also watched her 
through binoculars. 

Mrs Shurety said: “I was so 
shocked because you don’t 
expect anyone to be staring 
at you through a pair of bin¬ 
oculars. 

“I am still gobsmacked to 
this day that anyone would 
think it was OK to do that.” 


She confronted Proctor at 
the car on November 30 last 
year, and he denied he was 
doing anything wrong. 

Work colleagues said that 
he shouted at her and said: 
“You are bang out of order.” 

When police searched 
Proctor’s car they found a 
length of rope, sticky tape, a 
hammer and clothing in the 
boots. The binoculars were in 
the glove box. 

John Livingston, defending 
Proctor, accused Mrs Shurety 
of putting a “sinister slant” 
on the allegtions after read¬ 
ing of Proctor’s previous con¬ 
victions. 


Proctor insisted he had to 
visit the pharmacy regularly 
to pick up medication for his 
elderly mother and that he 
was not parked there up to 
three times a week. 

He said the binoculars were 
for watching horseracing and 
cricket, and that the rope and 
clothing were for driving in 
bad weather. 

The hammer and sticky 
tape were still in the car from 
a decorating job, the 44-year- 
old claimed. 

Mr Recorder Ian Glen QC 
sat with two magistrates at 
Ipswich Crown Court to hear 
the case on Monday.

Bogus workers 
take cash, ring 
and watch from 
elderly man 

A WATCH worth £300 and an engagement ring have 
been stolen from a man in his eighties. 

The victim, who lives in Crowland Road, Haverhill, 
answered his door on Wednesday, August 7, to a 
young man who claimed he was there to check the 
water. 

He led the suspect through his home to the kitchen 
where he turned on the cold tap to let the water run 
through to see if there was any “blue” in the supply. 

After that, a second man came into the kitchen and 
said the water in the downstairs bathroom needed to 
be checked too. 

The two suspects followed the pensioner into the 
bathroom to run the taps and check the flush of the 
toilet before trying to leave. 

A third man, described as aged 20 or 21 and around 
6ft tall was then seen coming down the stairs. 

The victim then realised he had been duped. 

The trio escaped with £400 in cash as well as the 
white man’s watch, which is engraved, and the £200 
engagement ring - which has three blue stones inset. 

The man who knocked on the door is said to be 18 
or 19 years old and had brown hair. 

He is about 5ft 8 inches tall and was wearing green 
coloured trousers and a top and a green peaked cap 
with a logo on the front. He also carried a walkie 
talkie. 

The second man is estimated to be between 25 and 
30, 6ft tall and with short, light-coloured hair. 

He was wearing dark trousers and a dark coloured 
jumper. 

The third man wore black trousers, a black top and 
a dark coloured peak cap. 

All three men were white, of slim build and spoke 
with local accents. 

Police have release composite images of what they 
believe the first two men could look like and are 
urging the public to come forward.

She said: “I want to go into medicine and I’d 
love to be a pediatric nurse.” 

Lesley, who lives near the Parkway in 
Haverhill, is applying for an internship in 
Addenbrooke’s in September. 

Twin brothers Andrew and Mark are both 
heading to Loughborough University to study 
sport and exercise science - after scoring 
nearly identical results in the same subjects. 

The pair scooped As in biology and PE - and 
Andrew beat his brother by one grade, taking 
an A* in pyschology while Mark got an A. 

The brothers, of Abbotts Road, have nearly 
always scored the same marks.

Family delight as 
wandering Brody 
returns home 


WHEN a Haverhill family’s pet 
cat went missing 18 months ago, 
they thought they would never 
see him again. 

They pounded pavements, 
knocked on doors and put up 
posters, but in the end had to 
accept that they would never see 
their lovable Ginger tom again. 

So they couldn’t believe their 
eyes when four-year-old Brody 
wandered back into their lives 
last week. 

Brody disappeared in January 
2012 from the family’s home in St 
Botolphs Way, Haverhill, and 
owners Kevin and Paula Roskilly 
and daughter Isabelle were dev¬ 
astated. 

Mr Roskilly, 39, said: “He went 
missing shortly after we had our 
baby girl. 

“We searched for him and put 
up posters and because we heard 
nothing there was still a little bit 
of hope that he would come 
back. 

“Then the other day I got up for 
breakfast and there he was in the 
garden. 

“He looks well - a bit underfed 
- but average really. It’s great to 
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have him home.” 

Last week the Weekly News 
reported that grey and white cat 
Freddie had gone missing from 
Falklands Road on August 10. 

He too returned home safely 
last week to owners Kate and 
Evie Marlow. 

Mr Roskilly said: “The fact that 
Brody came home should give 
hope to people who have had 
cats go missing.” 

Mr and Mrs Roskilly got Brody, 
and his brother, Hooper, from 
the Cats Protection League in 
2008. 

Neither of them had ever gone 
missing before.

Doctor gets a 
formal warning 


A GP who admitted pre¬ 
scribing excessive quan¬ 
tities of inhalers to a 
patient has been warned 
about his future conduct. 

Dr Andrew Sanger 
Bowen appeared before 
the Medical Practitioners 
Tribunal Service (MPTS) 
in relation to misconduct 
while he was a doctor at 
Christmas Maltings 
Surgery in Camps Road, 
Haverhill, between 
August 2007 and 
December 2011. 

While the panel found 
Dr Bowen’s fitness to 
practise was not 
impaired, they decided it 
was necessary to place a 
warning on his registra¬ 
tion after he admitted 
that acting as a GP for an 
unnamed female patient 
was inappropriate and 
that he failed to make 
adequate notes on that

patient’s treatment. 

Dr Bowen also admitted 
to excessive prescription 
of bronchodilator and 
qvar steroid inhalers, as 
well as two other drugs. 

However, he was cleared 
of failing to refer the same 
patient to another GP for 
assessment of her respira¬ 
tory problems. 

Panel chairman, Prof 
Stephen Miller, said: “You 
acted inappropriately by 
performing the role of 
patient A’s GP. 

“In that role you pro¬ 
ceeded to manage her 
complex medical condi¬ 
tion and to prescribe a 
range of medication 
which, although clinical¬ 
ly indicated, was exces¬ 
sive in quantity. 

“You have also admitted 


failing to make appropri¬ 
ate entries in patient A’s 
medical records. 

“You performed this 
inappropriate role over a 
period of several years, 
and there were times 
when you lost the objec¬ 
tivity and independence 
necessary to ensure that 
she received optimal 
care. 

“You have accepted that 
your actions were not 
always in her best inter¬ 
ests. The panel has heard 
that, in relation to your 
prescribing, there was a 
risk - albeit a small one - 
of harmful side effects 
arising from over-pre¬ 
scription.” 

A formal warning about 
Dr Bowen’s conduct has 
now been published on 
the list of registered med¬ 
ical practitioners and will 
remain for five years.

ted any further crimes since his 
arrest. 

He said: “It is an unusual situa¬ 
tion where there has been no 
face to face contact and the 
crown cannot say whether it was 
an offence against a 14-year-old 
or not.” 

ludge lohn Devaux also hailed 
the case as unusual as the girl 
could not be traced. 

Mason has been banned from 
working with children, ordered 
to pay £350 in costs and sign 
onto the sex offenders register 
for five years.

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Computer 
thief must 
now work 
more hours 

A THIEF who stole thousands 
of pounds worth of computers 
from a school has had his 
community service hours 
increased. 

Alexander Hazel, 22, was 
given a six months suspended 
prison sentence and 200 
hours of community service in 
June for pinching six laptops 
from Stour Valley Community 
School in Cavendish Road, 
Clare. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard 
on August 15 that Hazel has 
so far completed nine hours of 
work, and has not turned up 
to two sessions scheduled by 
the probation service. 

He admitted being in breach, 
but said that because he was 
working long hours to pay off 
debts he could not do the 
unpaid work too. The 22-year- 
old has now had 20 hours 
added to his total. 

Hazel was working at the 
school in August last year 
when he stashed six of the 
laptops in a portable storage 
building, planning to return for 
them the next day. 

Three of the brand new 
laptops were recovered but 
the others, worth £1,806 were 
never found. Ms Recorder 
Patricia Lynch QC said: “You 
can’t just ignore these orders.

Speed patrols under way 


Dream holiday inspires 
couple to help rhinos

A HOLIDAY of a lifetime paints a 
different picture for a lot of peo¬ 
ple. 

But getting up close and personal 
with rhinos in the South African 
bush was just the ticket for Anna 
and Ted Fairhead. 

The husband and wife, of Hill 
Farm, West Wickham, jetted off in 
January this year after coming 
across a trip offered by Rhino 
Mercy - an organisation support¬ 
ing anti-poaching. 

Anna said: “My husband I have 
been going through to South Africa 
for our winter holidays. 

“We usually hire a 4x4 and travel 
around but we thought we would 
do something different. I found 


some volunteer projects and this 
one sounded really interesting.” 

The couple, who are both in their 
fifties, spent two weeks involved in 
tracking and monitoring the move¬ 
ments of the animals and learning 
more about the area that they live 
in. 

Anna said that the organisation 
are working to protect the rhinos 
on a shoestring budget, and that 
they need the help they can get to 
protect the species from poachers. 

She said: “I am a great animal 
person but I had no idea just how 
valuable the rhinos are, and the 


poachers are so dangerous. 

“They are having to go to some 
lengths to protect the rhinos here.” 

The animals are poached for 
their horns, which are used in 
alternative medicines. Despite 
these therapies not being success¬ 
ful, the rhinos are still at risk. 

The fencing between Greater 
Kruger National Park and a neigh¬ 
bouring park in Mozambique has 
fallen down, and this has allowed 
poachers to sneak through the gap 
and kill the animals. 

The couple were so inspired by 
what they saw in South Africa, they 
decided to hold a rhino-themed 
party to raise as much money as 
they can for the cause. 


The event will take place at 
Thurlow Barns on Friday, 
September 6, from 7.30pm and will 
include a presentation from the 
charity and the chance to take 
home a fantastic range of auction 
prizes including holidays, football 
tickets and a golf day. 

Anna and Ted’s fundraising work 
will go towards paying for a Drone 
- an eye in the sky aircraft used to 
track the movements of poachers. 

Anna said: “We would love to 
raise something like £10,000 but 
that’s a lot of money. We just need 
to try and raise as much as possi¬ 
ble.”

A SUPPORT service for cancer 
patients and their families arrived 
in Haverhill for the first time.

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When Robin Mackney was 
made redundant at the start 
of this year, he knew exactly 
what he was going to do 
next. Just a few months later 
the new artist has already 
held his first exhibition, and 
is working on an intricate 
project featuring skylines. 

He shows Louise Martin his 
work. 


W ITH shoulders hunched over his 

desk and his eyes hovering intently 
above a sheet of A3, Robin Mackney 
is hard at work. “I can only work for two hours 
at a time because I end up really close to the 
paper,” says the 27-year-old. “I’m quite tall as 
well, so every now and then I need to stand 
up and step back from it.” 

One look at Robin’s intricate and powerful 
works and it’s easy to understand why the 
artist from Hartford, near Huntingdon, can 
only work for the short time slot. Using just a 
black, fine art pen, Robin creates agonisingly 
detailed drawings - and his latest project 
features a range of complex city skylines. 

Robin’s passion for art started at a young age 
but he admits in his teenage years he was torn 
between sport and art. “When I was at school 
I used to play for Cambridge City but by the 
time I got to sixth form I had to make a 
decision between the two as a profession and 
I chose art and design and technology” 

Robin studied A-levels in his favourite 
subjects at St Peter’s School in Huntingdon 
and continued to play for the Cambridge 
team. Despite knowing it was art that he 


wanted to pursue in the future, when Robin 
was offered a year’s contract to play with 
Rushden w Diamonds Football Club it felt like 
an opportunity too good to refuse and he took 
a gap year before university. But shortly 
before he was due to sign his one-year 
contract, Robin was injured and, despite 
making a full recovery, his professional 
footballing days were over. 


Following his degree in interior architecture 
at Lincoln University, Robin had high hopes 
of securing a job with a London-based design 
practice. But when the recession hit and 
hugely affected his chosen industry, he had to 
look elsewhere. “I got a job as an account 
manager,” explains Robin. “I was honest and 
told them my plan and that I would only be 
there for three months as I wanted to follow 
my career ... four years later I was still there.” 

But in lanuary this year, the opportunity for 
voluntary redundancy arose - and Robin 
decided the time was right to launch his own 
art business selling his detailed works. 

Called REWM (which stands for Robin 
Edward William Mackney), Robin put a small 
business plan together and decided he would 
stick with his monochrome style and, to 
begin with, would work on A3 paper. “I’m 
learning every step of the way but there is so 
much to think about,” says Robin. “Simple 
things like where you put your signature is 
such an important detail; and how you 
number it.” 

Robin began producing commissions of 
people’s houses and street scenes which, with

the help of Facebook, was a positive start 
to his business. But it’s his latest project 
- Skyline - which is proving to be most 
successful. “When you do a drawing of 
someone’s house then it’s only going to 
be a one-off as people can’t relate to it,” 
says Robin. “I did a London scene which 
was on all my fliers and the response 
from that was amazing.” 

The reimagined skyline scenes, which 
so far include London, Brighton and New 
York, are extremely impressive. Each one 
starts out as a pencil outline, which is 
created from Robin’s sketches, 
photographs and a lot of time spent 
researching Google images, and then the 
detail is filled in freehand using pen. 
“The Brighton scene is particularly 
detailed and took about 45 hours in 
total,” says Robin. “My friend gave me a 
tour of Brighton which was fantastic as 
she pulled out places like the old cinema, 
which I would never have thought to put 
in it,” he adds. “They’re all 2D flat 
drawings which again links back to the 
architectural process that I went 
through at university.” 


Currently working in black pen only, 
Robin says this will continue to be his 
signature medium and so far he has 
always drawn flat, at his desk, which has 
taken up residence in his parents’ dining 
room. “The dinner table’s been moved to 
one side so it’s not ideal,” laughs Robin. 
“The plan is to rent a studio space once 
I’m more established.” 

Robin hopes to include between 15-20 
scenes in Skyline which will be a 
combination of well known cities from 
around the world as well as locations 
closer to home such as Lincoln, Margate 
and, of course, Cambridge. “I want to be 
able to do the full exhibition next year,” 
says Robin. “The cities that I’ve picked 
out are those that I’ve been lucky enough 
to travel to, so they’re fairly personal to 
me, but at the same time I’ve tried to 
capture something that’s popular that 
people can relate to.” 

• Robin will be exhibiting his work, 
including scenes from Skyline, at the 
Corn Exchange in St Ives on Saturday, 
August 24, from 10am-4pm.

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Hotel manager 
escapes jail 
term for fraud 


AN HOTEL deputy man¬ 
ager who scammed his 
establishment out of more 
than £5,000 has escaped 
serving time in jail. 

Taro Rawles, 41, of Vetch 
Walk, Haverhill, was sen¬ 
tenced to six months sus¬ 
pended for two years at 
Chelmsford Crown Court 
on Friday, August 9. 

The 41-year-old was also 
ordered to complete 
unpaid community ser¬ 
vice and pay court costs. 

Rawles, who was the 
manager of the Days Inn,

on Phoenix Road, 
Haverhill, pleaded guilty 
to the fraud in fune this 
year. 

He admitted to using the 
hotel’s cash to pay off his 
own credit card. 

A Crown Prosecution 
Service spokesman said 
the offences happened 
between February 2012 
and March 2013. 

They said: “Taro Rawles 
committed fraud in that he 
dishonestly intended 


thereby to make a gain for 
himself by abusing his 
position as deputy hotel 
manager, in which he was 
expected to safeguard or 
not take against the finan¬ 
cial interests of the Days 
Inn hotel, by refunding 
£5,051.57 worth of transac¬ 
tions to his personal credit 
card.” 

Rawles will next appear 
at Chelmsford Crown 
Court in October. 

It will be decided then 
how he will compensate 
the hotel for its loss.

ELYSIUM

ACCORDING to a recent 
report by the Organisation 
for Economic Co-operation 
and Development, the gap 
between rich and poor in 
industrialised nations is ac¬ 
celerating. 

Fast-forward a century 
to the setting of Neill 
Blomkamp's Elysium and it 
seems highly plausible the 
wealth divide will be so vast 
that only the privileged few 
will entertain the possibility 
of colonising new worlds 
while the rest of us scrabble 
for scraps of comfort in the 
dirt of a dying planet. 

Blomkamp painted a 
bleak vision of the future in 
his superb debut, District 
9, set in the slums of 
Johannesburg. His follow-up 
is even more grim, imagining 
two distinct classes whose 
chances of survival are 
directly linked to their bank 
balance. 

The year is 2154. While 
most of the population lives 
in squalor on the surface of 
Earth, the wealthy inhabit a 
state-of-the-art space station 
called Elysium governed 
by President Patel (Faran 
Tahir) and his no-nonsense 



secretary of defence, 
Delacourt (Jodie Foster). She 
is charged with ensuring that 
refugee ships from Earth do 
not land on Elysium to take 
advantage of medical bays 
installed in every home. 

Back in the slums on terra 
firma, factory worker Max 
DeCosta (Matt Damon) 
grafts long hours for meagre 
pay. When he is involved 
in an industrial accident 
resulting in exposure to 
dangerous levels of radiation, 
he knows his only hope is to 
breach Elysium's defences so 
he can access a medical bay 
and banish the cancer that is 
ravaging his system. 

Local criminal Spider 
(Wagner Moura) agrees 
to help if Max will help to 
steal secrets from the mind 
of John Carlyle (William 
Fichtner), chief executive of 


the corporation responsible 
for constructing Elysium. 

A deal is struck and Max is 
fitted with an exoskeleton, 
hardwired into his brain, 
to bolster his strength and 
allow a data download from 
Carlyle's mind. 

However, the path to 
Elysium is littered with 
obstacles, not least 
Delacourt's favourite 
contract killer - a sadistic 
mercenary called Kruger 
(Sharlto Copley). 

Although it lacks the depth 
of District 9, Elysium is an 
entertaining yarn which 
unfolds at a brisk pace. 
Action sequences are slickly 
orchestrated and Blomkamp 
brings together all of the 
surviving characters for a 
rousing slam-bang finale, 
that proves one brave man 
can make a difference.

Season 

for colour 



COMING back recently from a break in the 
beautiful region of Tuscany, Italy, where fields of 
bright sunflowers contrast with green rolling hills, 
vineyards and postcard-perfect farmhouses, I felt 
pretty depressed - until I looked into my garden, 
and saw a riot of colour in my late-summer 
border. 

If you plant carefully, you 
too could return from holiday 
to find exciting hues of vibrant 
reds, burnt oranges and 
sizzling yellows intermingled 
with wafting ornamental 
grasses, front-of-border 
sedums and palm-sized lily 
blooms in the perennial border. 

In my own garden, repeat 
plantings of clumps of bright 
red crocosmia 'Lucifer', whose 
sword-like leaves and spikes 
of flowers provide both colour 
and architectural value, stand alongside burnt 
orange Helenium 'Moerheim Beauty', providing a 
dazzling clash of colours, the daisy-like flowers of 
the heleniums sometimes lasting into autumn. 

Other great late-summer perennials include 
rudbeckias, also known as coneflowers because 
their showy, yellow petals hang down, making the 
dark central cone prominent. 


The daisy-like flowers are attractive to bees and 
the plants, whose heights range from 60cm (2ft) 
to 180cm (6ft) depending on variety, suit most 
border situations, although taller varieties may 
need staking. 

I am also a great fan of sedums in the flower 
border, extending seasonal 
interest well into the autumn. 
They are fairly low-growing 
so do well at the front of the 
border and are long lasting, 
their pale green, succulent 
foliage appearing in spring 
and early summer followed by 
flowers in late summer in shades 
of pink, red and yellow. 

Sedums are also known as 
ice plants because if you touch 
them on a warm day the leaves 
feel cool. 

Add a touch of elegance to 
your border with kaffir lilies, which again will look 
fine at the front of a border but need a sheltered, 
sunny spot. 

They are hardy in most areas, but in colder 
regions make sure you cover them with a thick 
winter mulch or grow them in a pot under glass. 
Pink-flowered varieties complement silver foliage 
plants well. 


I have a deep purple buddleia which has just 
come into flower at the back of the border and 
whose blooms again contrast well with the 
oranges and red hues of late summer. If you give 
this colourful shrub a good prune in spring it will 
come back stronger than ever year after year - 
mine grows to more than 3m (10ft) in a season, 
producing rich deep purple blooms through to 
autumn. 

Of course, no late summer garden would 
be complete without at least a smattering of 
dahlias, which were once perceived as vulgar 
but have now become more accepted among 
many gardeners who plant striking deep coloured 


varieties such as the dark red D. 'Kenora 
Macop-B' alongside ornamental grasses such as 
Stipa gigantea. 

I haven't even mentioned the many huge lilies 
which are now in full flower in the garden, or the 
feathery astilbes which will brighten up a moist, 
lightly shaded spot in late summer, or the vivid 
blue agapanthus 'Headbourne Hybrids' which 
look fabulous in pots throughout August and 
September. 

For me, late summer can provide a wealth of 
sizzling colour which can at times overshadow 
some of those flowers which flourished in our so- 
called 'flaming' June.

Weather woes frustrate Paffett 


GARY Paffett suffered a frustrating weekend at the 
Nurburgring as he lost significant ground on his 
DTM championship rivals. 

The Haverhill driver finished in 17th place after a 
disappointing race that saw him lose valuable time 
in the pits due to tyre changes needed to cope with 
changeable conditions. 

Paffett qualified in fifth and with rain scheduled 
to make an appearance in the race, he opted to 
start on slick tyres along with the rest of the field, 
but with the harder compound. 

As predicted, the rain started to come down early 
in the race and those on the softer compound were 
running faster. When pits opened, the track was 
starting to dry so Paffett’s team decided to stick 
with slicks but to switch to the softer compound. 

The decision backfired, however, as just a few laps 
later the rain came down again and Paffett was 
forced to pit again for wet tyres. 

He started driving competitively, but 10 laps later 


the track started drying and once again he was 
back in the pits for slick tyres resulting in him re¬ 
joining the race a lap down. 

Paffett set the third fastest lap time in his Euronics 
Mercedes AMG C-Coupe but he could not make up 
any positions and finished 17th. 

He sits sixth in the championship with 57 points, 
49 behind leader Mike Rockenfeller. 

Mercedes’ Robert Wickens won the race with 
Christian Vietoris third. 

“It was a really frustrating weekend,” said Paffett. 

“We had a competitive car and that was shown by 
my team-mates Robert (Wickens) and Christian 
(Vietoris) getting podium places. 

“It’s a shame because I was only 37 points behind 
the championship leader coming into this race but 
being 49 points behind now, with only 75 left, 
makes it hard to challenge for the championship.” 

Paffett resumes his DTM campaign at 
Oschersleben, on September 14 and 15.
